VIENNA Cit) — President An­ 
tonin Zapotocky of Czechoslovakia, 
who masterminded the Communist 
coup of his country in 1948, died 
today of a heart attack. He was 73. 
Prague Radio made the announce­ 
ment on itr regular broadcast and 
then followed it with funeral mu­ 
sic. 
The broadcast said Zapotocky 
died two hours earlier following 
another heart attack.
